But we mult conſider rhatmn all Chrifrian Kingdoms, ſome lawes 
are of abſolute acceſhty, b img rhe lite of Rehgion , and the being of 
our welfare; And ſome lawes not abſolutly neceflary , bat are only 
expedient, in godly and civill-pollicy for order ſake : Such as arc 
rcither commanded expreſly by God,nor tmplyedly forbidden; And 
all ſuch commands ſubje&ts are dannd to obey , by exprefie com- 
mand, Apoltolicall ; and whileſt there 1s fuch an Unior, and Con- 
cord, between the ſuperiors, and the inferiors, the Common-wealth 
fouriiſheth ; but when there is diſcord, and oppoſttion, all gocs ro | 
Ruine ;. nothing ſo well. c{tabliſheth the peace , and welfare of a 
Kingdome, as jult commands, and willmg obedience, when religion, 
the mother of obedience is nouriſhed , Kingdofnes 'and 'Common- 
weals ſtand fure, and. are proſperous ; But when Religion 1s con- 
= temnce, obcdience dyes; when.vertue is tradden down, vice is lit- 
ted up; good men,good lawes &c. are diſpiſed, and prophane looſe 
men are honoured; and hence comes oppreſions, crueltics, Change, 
and overture of lawes; corruptionin manners, ſedition, tumults,mur- 
ders, rapine, civil! zad open wars, and fo all confeſion, as it is with 
us at this day ( from the tore-named cauſes ) and will be theutter 
ruinc of King and people , except ve labour to be of one minde, of 
onc rcltgion , and of one government, and ſnbmir our ſelves to the 
Law of God and men, and not to the licentious commands of men.

Where- 
fore hath the Lord done thus unto this Land ? What 
meaneth this fierce wrath of the Lord ? 

As if a man ſhould fay, What was this goodly 
Ex GLAN ÞD, theonely Nation of all the Earth,and 
yet now all laid waſte in this fearefull manner ? 
Whence came this heavie diſpleaſure, and what doth 
meane this fierce wrath of the Lord > Now marke 

what followes, AU mer ſhall ſay, that is, even the wic- 
ked themſelves, all ftanders by fhall give ſentence on 
the Lords fide, and juſtific his doings, and ſay, Alas, 
can you blame the Lord for dealing thus fiercely a- 
gainft ſuch a ſtubborne rebellious people 2 What 
would you have had the Lord done more, he gave 
them a Law, and Mercies,and Iudgements, but they 
would not ſerve the Lord, but brake the bands aſun- 


der, 4nd caſt the cords behinde their backs. Therefore pal, z. ;; 


now they ſhall ſerve enemies. God is not to be bla- 
med, What could he have done, or what would you 
have had him doe more then he did for them ? 
Threatnings from. Mount Eba/, and Bleſſings from 
Mount Ger:zzim flue about from this fide, and on 
that fide, and yet nothing would doe them | wk = 
Why ſhould they live any longer then ? what ſhould - 

the Lorddoe? they profited by nothing, neither by 
his.mercies, nor his judgements; avd what was the 
cauſe, brethren? Here was the cauſe, they were falſe 
hearted, they would not walke fincerely with the 
Lord; and therefore the anger ofthe Lord was kind- 
led againft them, and he rootetd them out of their. 
Land in his wrath, and in greatindignation. Oh the 


tearefull wrath of the Lord that came upon them! 
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Inthe words take notice of three particulars: Firlt; * WM 


the Indgement of the Lord denounced, threzzned ** 
and executed againſt them. It was very ſharpe, the - 
Nations were agaſt that ſtood by and beheld ir, and 
wondred, and ſaid, Why, who would have thought 
it, that the adverſary and the enemy ſhould have en- 
rtred into the gates of lernſalem ? W hat, leruſalem the 
perfeCtion of beauty, rhe joy of the whole Earth? Asif 
one ſhould hereafter paſſe by and ſee all the Townes 
burnt up here in this Land, (which God grant may - 
never be) but ifit ſhould be ſo, and one ſhould paſſe 
by and ſee all the houſes burnt up, and the .Churches 
burnt ; would he not beamazed at it, and ſay, Why, 
what meanes this fierce wrath of the Lord > Would 
it not make our hearts ake Brethren, to paſſe by theſe 
places, and ſee the houſes of God burnt downe tothe 
ground, and thinke with our ſelves ; Oh the good 
exhortations and admonitions we have heard here ! 

Then ſecondly, hereis the reaſon and cauſe why 
the Lord dealtthus with them, then men ſhall ſay, Be- 
cauſe they have forſaken the Covenant of the Lord their 
God. So brethren, if this ſhould be our caſe, poore 
lirtle ones would ſay then, I remember my father ſaid 
thus it would be, for the Land forſooke the Cove- 
nant of the Lord; and the Miniſter told us of this 
.Rubbornnefle and rebellion againſt the Lord, that 
this would be the end of it, 

Then laftly, here is the teſtimony of the Nations 
eoncerning the equitie of the Lords dealing ; the 
tanders by juſtifie it, and ſaid, The Lord is juſt, for 
o_y have forſaken the Covenant of the Lord their 
And fo people would doe here ifche Lord ſhould 
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F  doewithusas he did with the Jews. Firſt, of the mn - 
judgements which the Lord threatned againſt them. 
What means the fierce anger of the Lord? why,it was the ,. 
fierce anger of the enemies, was it not? Yes, But there + 
isno enemy but is in Gods hand, it is his wrath that 
they execute. The wicked of the world are but the 
Lords inſtruments; the Sword is thine Lord, though 
thouuſeſt them as the hand to ſtrike with. The Lord 
commanded deftruQtion to come upon them ; Hence ,, , - 
obſerve God is the Author of all thoſe paniſhments and _ © 
Judgements, that ever come upon a nation or people , fami- 
ly or perſon. It is his will that is the worker; He is 
the brioger of all ſorrows, troubles, and judgements 
upon aty, It-was not the Babyloniens that overthrew 
them, It was not Nebuchadnezzar , it was the fierce 
anger of the Lord that did it: you know what God 
himſelfe ſayes, /s there any evil inthe citie, and 1 have 
not done it? CA mos 3.6, Andi he hiſſe for an enemy, all pla- jc, 

cesareat his command , he commands deliverance 16 7. 18. 

forthem, that ſerve and obey him,as it is in the Pſalm: 

and plagues and deſtruction for them that difobey

| To make this then our own, brethren, by applica- 

tion, briefly , forI meane tofaſten upon nothing in

names unto him. Irtake it that the covenant of the 
ſecond ſenſe is here meant; The other is ſuppoſed 
and included, butthis is the maine, the covenant of 
his Law, whereby we ſhould be obedient unto him,

Secondly , toforſake this covenant is this; when 


- wekeepe not touch with God, in ſincere, exact, and 


holy obedience, anſwerable tothe means and mercy 
he beftows upon us, and the care and kindnefle of the 
Lord towards us, When we flecing away from the 


command of the Lord, breake his bands, andſnap the P@'.z. ,. 
_ Cordsa pieces , when we walke after our own wayes, 


arenot governed by God, and content to be ruled by 
his holy word in allthings, thenare we ſaid to forſake 
his covenant. Nextly marke here, heſayes, they for- 
ſoke it, that is, the. generall frame of the nation. 
The generall, not the naughtie packs only and ſome 
few, but they forſooke it. 

Now brethren having opened the words unto 
you, I will come unto the points of inſtruction ; and 
firſt in that he cals his Commandement , and Law 
his Covenant, obſerve a maine point of greatuſe and 
benefit, and that is this.

Commandements: This eMoſes aimes at here: Now - 


brethren, to ſer the truth upon his right ground, for 
rhe opening of the point take notice of three things, 
Firft, what are the termes required in the Covenart. 


Secondly, wherein this Covenant conſiſts, or what 


is the ſubſtance ofthis Covenant. Thirdly, the reaſon 
why the Commandement is called a Covenant. 
Firſt of the termes required in the Covenant of us 
nndcer the Goſpel. The tenure of the Law.is ina {ou- 
ble confider.rtion: Firft, alegall performance of the 
Commandements, Secondly, an Evange'icall per- 


formance and obedience. Theſe are the two termes *' 


of conveyance of this Covenant. 


The Law inthe legall performance requires three 


things : that a man out of his perſonall holinefſe 
keepe it perfeRtly and cxaGtly, and that to purchaſe 
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aud obtaine life by this obedience. This: is obe- 
dience according to the ſtrinefſe and rigor of the 
' Law, whereinic will notabate an haireof what God 
requires, but 1t muſt be fulfilled every jot, and that 
out of a mans owne perſonall holinefle, and that in 
way of life : Thus it was a Covenant berweene God 
and Adam onely, 4damin his innocencie, God gave 
him a good Law, by vertue of which he ſhould have 
lived it he had Keptit, and by that holinefſe he had 
by gift and creation, he was able to keepe every mi- 
nime and tittle of the precepts of the Lord, and to 
obtaine lite thereby. But this Covenant is not con- 
tinued with us, 15 not required at our hands, no 
man dothor can performe the Law our of his owne 
holinefſe and goodnefle exactly, to obtain life there- 


by, Rem. 6. 24. We are not under the Law, but under Rem. 6.14. 


Grace; that is, we are not bound to the ftrictneſſeard 
rigour of the Law, that a man ſhould nor live it he 
have in him any weakenefleand tailings, therein we 
- arefree from the rigour, and curſe, and puniſhment 
ofthe Law. Secondly, Evangelic.ll obedience : O- 
bedience to the Law of God according to modera- 
tion, and the mitigation of the Goſpel, ſo farre as 
God is pleaſed to accept of what we candoe through 
Chriſtin way of thankefulnefle, not what we ſhould 
doe in regard of the exaCtacflſe God looks for at our 
hands, though we have no power of our own; we can 
not performe the Law exactly, yet if we according 
tothe meaſure of gr:ce received, walk in this obedi- 
ence as well as we canin token of our thanktulneſle; 
this is the tenure of the Covenant made with us.

or have ſecret baſe covetous humours, for God com- 
mands you ſhould not doe ſo,as well as he commands 
youſhould come to the Church: If acommand cary 
in any thing , it will cary in every thing.

woe be to you) that we may renew our Covenant 
with him. We areto enter into his Oath, the Oath

ſelfe : and that we may curſe our felyes, if we doe not 
it walke with God, bothonr ſelves and ours : and woe 
A to him that hath no care to keepe his Oath : no won» 
der heisa begger ; no wonder his debtors run front 
him, and leave him in the lurch. 
It is a wonder that the earth doth not open her 
Numb. 16.32. doch and ſwallow him up, as it did Corah, Dathan, 
33: and Uſbirams, and all the plagues written from the 
beginning of Geneſis, to the end of the Revelation, 4*+ 
men, fall not upon his ſoule and body. Why,you have . 
entred intoa curſe,man, and an Oath with the Lord, 
Necb:10.29, Nehem. 10.29. Sechow the holy man continued this 
courſe, how they entred a Covenant there with the 
Lord; as if they ſhould have ſaid, The Lord curſe 
this tongue, if Iſpeake nor gracioufly, the Lord curſe 
this hand, ifI doe not vcd obedience to his will and 
command:look to ir, the curſe will dog thee, and fol- 
low thee, ifthou break Covenant, as it did the Jewes, 
in N;hemiehs time: Now when he had returned the 
people ont of captivitie, he brought Cars wei whe 
| | - the 
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woke a ſolemne Oath, whatever they had beene, 
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the Lord, to enter into a Curſe, and into an Oath, to 
walke in Gods Law. It was a ſweet courſe every 
foule here ſtands bound to doe as they did. They 


they would now walke in Gods Law, Give me your 
band, brethren, or at leaſt let me have your heart in 
the mean time, becauſe that cannot be. Are you the 
ſervants of God, entred into Covenant with the 
Lord ? then know you are bound to keepe Covenant 
by vertuc of that Oath ; and when you are in your Fa-
